U N IT E D NATIONS. N Y. <AP) 
— Secretary - General Hag Ham- 
marskjold Thursday delivered a 
stern warning to Belgium that in­ 
terference in the internal affairs 
of the Congo was a violation of 
Security Council dec isions binding 
upon all U N. members. 
The warning was addressed to 
Ambassador Walter Loridan. Bel­ 
gian U N. delegate, as the Coun­ 
cil prepared for emergency dis­ 
cussions to clarify the U N. role 
in the troubled African country. 


Hammarskjold was under sharp 
attack from Congo Premier Pa­ 
trice Lumumba, from the Soviet 
Union and from Yugoslavia He in 
turn was pressing for new Council 
steps to halt the flow of outside, 
aid to the warring factions. 


U.N. officials said the Council 
probably would meet Saturday in 
a session which might last into 
the night. 
In his latest communication to 
the Belgian government, the sec­ 
retary-general said he had re­ 
ceived confirmed reports that nine 
tons of weapons were unloaded 
Wednesday from a Belgian Sa 
bena Airlines plane at the Elisa- 
bethville airport in the secession­ 
ist province of Katanga.

Billion Americans 
In Next 90 Years? 


A current decrease in 
the nation's baby 
crop is being assessed in some quarters as bad 
news for the economy. Business, it is said, has 
geared its pace to the rising demands created 
by ever more bodies to be clothed, nourished, 
and housed. 
The U. S. Public Health Service estimates 
that the number of American babies born alive 
in 
1960 will be 4.203.000, as compared with 
4.282.000 last year. But it does not expect the 
current drop 
in births to continue for long 
because there is no evidence of a trend toward 
smaller families. 
In short, another spurt of 
births is in prospect by the mid-1960s as the 
‘ boom babies’ of the early postwar years start 
forming families of their own. 
Some population experts frankly welcome 
even a short respite from the propelled birth 
rate. They contend the nation needs to catch up 
with the unfulfilled public needs of its already 
burgeoning population. 
A recent nation-wide survey showed 
that 
American wives expected, on the average, a 
total of between 2.7 and 3 3 children for their 
families, with 30 the most probable number. 
Only 7 per cent of the wives expected six or 
more children, an indication that the proportion 
of truly large families will not increase. 
What does the ‘fraction of a child ’ so dear 
to the demographer s heart mean in terms of 
national 
growth'’ Thp Population 
Reference 
Bureau estimates that if married women have an 
average of three children the population of the 
United States will rise from IRO million in 1960 
to about 600 million by the year 2050. But if 
the average is 3 3 children, population will reach 
the billion mark by that time! And it should be 
remembered that even with the current de­ 
crease in the birth rate the nation s population 
is increasing at the rate of 25 million persons 
every eight and one-half years.

An Englishman Sees Us 


Usually British journalists who come to this country 
write about us as though we were Fiji islanders or 
Congolese; in fact, they show more understanding of 
the Fijis. There is so much looking down their noses 
that they do not see what is before them 
Too otten 
about all they see is that New Yorkers or Washing­ 
tonians are different from I/wuioners. There are, of 
course, exceptions, Perhaps the greatest correspondent 
Great Britain ever sent us was Sir Willmott Lewis whose 
influence in both countries was enormous. And he was 
as knowledgeable in American affairs as any American 
newspaperman 
Recently Peregrine Worsthorne came to the United 
States for “ The Daily Telegraph and Morning Post’’ of 
London and he has done a series of articles about us 
which are particularly noteworthy and worthwhile. He 
arrived when a daily newspaper and a weekly maga­ 
zine were producing some froth about our 
national 
purpose"—an ambiguous and purposeless phrase. 
Of 
this, Worsthorne wrote. 


“ I cannot pretend that I actually 
asked any 


Americans about this, because to my mind the 
phrase is odiously reminiscent of those societies— 
Communist. Fascist and (aesarist—which dress up 
a diet of propaganda dust and ashes with a high- 
sounding sauce called ‘the national purpose.* . . 


Quite so 
Unless the journalist wandered among the 
self-anointed Park Avenue intellectuals who constitute 
a tiny segment of American life—but a very noisy one 
—he would find few Americans who wondered about our 
national purpose. Instead he saw substantial Americans 
and came to this conclusion 
“ Here, it seemed to me. was a society in which 
men and women, families and communities, are realis­ 
ing the good life not in the past or the future, not in 
slogans or statistics, not in terms of ideology and 
propaganda, hut actually on the ground, in their flesh 
and blood lives here and now. They are so busy living 
that they have no time for political oratory. 
Having 
got to the heart of the package they can afford to 
throw away the tinsel wrapping 
For them Christmas 
Day is over. The dazzling gifts have passed into every­ 
day life.” 
This is. of course, the richness of American material 
life unequalled anywhere. Worsthorne captured some­ 
thing else 
“ Experts tell us that the Soviet Union is a land of 
promise and expanding production 
Other experts tell 
us that America is a land of disappointing! and con­ 
traction. All I can say is 
Pity the country whose 
glories only experts can detect, and envy the country 
whose faults it takes an expert to discover.’ ” 
This panegyric might do the British some good, for 
just as it used to be popular for Americans to twist the 
lion s tail, so. in recent years, has it been the habit 
of British journalists to pluck the feathers of the 
American-eagle. It is not usual for a British writer to 
capture the spirit of the American people-a spirit which 
is overlarded by the defeatism of certain internationalist 
groups in this country who, having become Russophiles, 
are discouraged that Russia did not prove out to be 
the savior of civilization. And for that they hlame the 
Inited States’ 
Again, this writer has caught something of the rich­ 
ness of American family life — which is ttje spiritual 
basis of our society; 


"Traveling through the Middle Hest by Grey­ 
hound bus I was invited by my neighbour to stop 
over for the night at his small suburban home. He 
was a travelling salesman—by our classifications 
distinctly lower-middle-class — who had tor some 
months been saving up to buy a small yacht. The 
next morning he took his family and me tor a sail 
on Lake Michigan. There was nothing 'material!*-

tic* about the joy and spiritual release, the surge 
" 
of the spirit, which sailing afforded that family. As 
a result of their prosperity thev—and millions like 
them—are experiencing a new depth to lite." 


He concludes 
**, . . These families were not wallowing in a pig 
trough 
They were drinking at the fountains of their 
national heritage.” 
I could go on quoting from these articles. Suffice 
it that this writer captured something about this country 
that others have missed 
He travelled about where he 
could meet Americans, not those who follow the seasons 
internationally. He ought to come again and see more 
of us. We need such interpreters of our ways. par­ 
ticularly among the British who are our partners, for 
better or for worse.

Quill s Strike Against The Pennsy Unjustified 


By David Lawrence 
WASHINGTON - Rarely ever 


has there been a strike so un­ 
popular with labor generally as 
the shutdown of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad by a small minority of 
its employes 


if it had not been the railroad s 
own decision to suspend opera­ 
tions when the strike occurred— 
as there was fear for the safety 
of passengers if the Pennsylvania 
tried to continue service—the na­ 
tion would have witnessed a cross­ 
ing of the picket lines by most of 
the railroad workers at the behest 
of their own union chiefs 
All 
procedures 
through 
fact- 
finding 
and 
mediation 
boards, 
though accepted by the company, 
were rejected by the Transport 
Workers' boss, Michael Quill, who 
ordered the strike This was done 
in the face 
of the substantial 
progress 
on 
work 
rules 
being 
made by the principal unions and 
the railroad managements of the 
country. 
To get the background of the 
dispute from an authoritative and 
neutral source 
this correspond­ 
ent has just interviewed the Sec­ 
retary of Labor. James P. Mitch­ 
ell. who said; 
“ This is the first time in seven 
years that I have ever taken a 
position publicly pro or con on 
management or lat>or. because I 
have never felt in the past that 
the issue was as clear-cut as It is 
here. I repeat what I have said 
all along—that the inability of the 
unions to settle on this issue of 
work rules, in the face of a na­ 
tionwide 
settlement 
by all 
the 
other railroad unions, is inexcus­ 
able. 


“ You may recall that almost a 
year ago. there was some specu­ 
lation as to the possibility of a 
nationwide 
railroad 
strike 
this 
spring because all the contracts 
of the railroads were about to ex­ 
pire as of N'ovemtier First last 
year.—I have been working with 
the operating brotherhoods and 
the non-operating brotherhoods in 
two areas—the wage area and 
the work-rule area And we have 
successfully settled through the 


medium of the Railway Labor 
Act all of the wage disputes for 
the engineers, the firemen, the 
trainmen, the brakemen and the 
non-operating brotherhoods on all 
the railroads in the United States, 
including the Pennsylvania, with­ 
out any wark stoppage 
“ Now tomorrow 
'Tuesday* 
I 
meet in Chicago with the chiefs 
of the operating brotherhoods who 
run the trains—the firemen, the 
engineers, the conductors and so 
on 
And we will probably arrive 
at an agreement with the man­ 
agement 
people 
to 
appoint 
a 
Presidential commission to study 
on 
a nationwide basis the so­ 
called 'featherbedding' rule. This 
step 
is 
really 
a 
monumental 
stride in the railroad industry be­ 
cause for the first time these 
unions are faring up to the propo­ 
sition that the whole work-rule

half of work on our part.
